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INTRODUCTION, 



ITS RISE AND PROGRESS. 

A FEW Gentlemen, blefled with benevolent 
hearts, and liberal difpofitions, urged by theit 
feelings, and encouraged by the fuccefs of fimi- 
lar Charities (eftablifhed in the Metropolis and 
places adjacent) were induced to attempt tQ in-, 
ftitute this Charity. 

The original Promoters met on the 29th day 
of April, 1780, and were foon joined by feveral 
friends and humane perfons, who continued to 
meet very frequently, as well to promote Sub- 
fcriptions as to ele8; proper Officers, and to 
form and adopt Regulations, Rules and Orders, 
for the good government of the Charity. 

On the 3d of Auguft, 1780, the Governors 
conceived that the fruits of their labours were 
fo far ripened, that they ought to diffufe them 
A 2 among; 
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iioiong the objefts of their Care. Tliey thefe-^ 
fore refolved that this Difpenfary fliould Be 
opened 6n the theia 12th inftant. 

In the firft fix months, 685 poor, afflifted^ 
worthy objefts were cured or received rclieL 

PRESENT STATE, 
From the inftitution to this time, 54,563 dif- 
trcffed fellow-creatures have enjoyed the ad- 
vantages refulting from this benevolent efta- 
blifliment, 52,769 of whom, to their great com- 
fort, ahd to the happinefs of their famiHes, and 
benelit of the publick, have experienced the 
eminent abilities, unremitting afliduity, and ten- 
der care, of the Gentlemen of the Faculty en- 
gaged in this Charity ; either by receiving a 
perfed cure, or the iitmoft relief that medicine 
or chiiurgical operi»tions could beftow.

UTILITY, 

The very great number of applications, raofl 
manifeflly demonftrate the neceffity of this un- 
dertaking, and point out, that proper objects 
abound within the Irthits bf it; 

The moft diftinguiflied writers agree, that the? 
wraith of nations fprings fram the produ6lion oF 

labour ^ 
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labour; furely, then, poor induftrious labourers' 
have a juft claim to, and merit the care and 
affiftance, not only of the affluent, but of all de- 
grees not pinched with want, 

Hofpitals are certainly very ufcful eflablifli- 
ments, and real public benefits; yet their moft 
fanguine fupporters cannot deny, that in feyeral 
inftances Difpenfaries are pre-eminent ; and 
very particularly fo, on account of the afllitted 
being vifited at their own habitations. For ad- 
mitting that Nurfes at Hofpitals arc vigilant 
and humane, yet they cannot poflefs or impart 
the fympathetic feelings, or anxious care, of an 
afPeftionate Hufband or Wife, a tender Parent 
or Child ; which muft undoubtedly ailord a con- 
liderable comfort to, and, in fome degree, foften 
the pangs of, the unfortunate difeafed. — Hofpi- 
tals are alfo much lefs falutary than Difpenfaries 
m this refpeft; at Hofpitals, Patients are ad-, 
mitted once a Week only ; but, at Difpenfaries^ 
the indifpofed are immediately alFifted, 

Many other and great benefits are con^imuni-,. 
cated to the objefts of this charity, which are 
fo obvious, that an enumeration of them feems 
not only unncceflfary, but might be deemed 
tedious. 

The applications for the relief of poor, dif- 
treffed, and deferving objects, fo far exceed th^ 
means arifmgfrom the prefent fubfcriptions, that

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the benefits of the charity cannot, at prefent, be 
extended to all of them ; the Governors there- 
fore hope for, and folicit the humane and ge- 
nerous afliftance of their' Friends and Neigh- 
bours, to extend the cheering Relief to Mifery. 
It is in their power to crown the endeavours, 
and to gratify the hopes and wifhes of the Go- 
vernors, by timely, though fmall fubfcriptions ; 
and when an individual confiders that he can, 
by the payment of a fingle Guinea annually, 
oblige many, relieve a number, do fomuch pub- 
lic good, and indulge his own humane feelings, 
lie furely will readily and cheerfully contribute 
his mite, and prefs to lend farther afliftance to 
fo benevolent a purpofe. 

Perfoas fubfcribing early to Charities, receive 
a fatisfa8:ion that others cannot enjoy ; for early 
fubfcriptions tend to render Charities fo liable, 
that, through their means, comfort may be ren- 
dered to the unhappy for ages to come. 

Many cogent reafons might be urged, much 
perfuaiive language ufed, and.many weighty ar- 
guments flated, to procure fubfcriptions ; but it 
is hoped, that private Good, and public Utility, 
fuperfcde the necelTity of entering into the 
matter more at large. 

This Charity is much indebted to feveral 
eminent Divines, who have delivered Sermons 
in favour of it, and thereby raifed confiderable 
fums towards its fupport.

A' B. Giving land or money, or flock by will, witJi direc- 
tions to be laid out in the purchafc of- any eftate for the 
beneftt of this Charity, will be void by the fkatute of 
Mortmain ; but money or flock may be given by willj 
without being directed to be laid out. 



RULES AND ORDERS. 



RULE I. 

The Charity is to be under the direclion of 
a Prefidentj Vice-Prefidents, 3. Treafurer, ancl 
Governors, 

II. 

All perfons giving a bcnefa6iion of Ten Gui- 
neas at a time, or making up their contribution 
■U'ithin the year to that fum, fliall be Governors 
for life, with the liberty of having one patient 
on the books at a tinic. 

III. 

Each pcrfon fubfcribing One Guinea, or 
inore, annually, fliall be a Governor fo long as 
fuch contributi9n fliall be paid, and may have 
one patient on the books for each guinea fub- 
fcribed; and each fubfcriber fliall b'e allowed to 
recommend his doriiefl^ip fervants as patients. 

And 
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And in cafe of a fubfcriber's death before the 
expiration of the year, the widow, or perfon^ 
reprefentative, lhall be entitled to the fame pri* 
vileges for the relidue of that year. 

IV. 

Upon the payment of a legacy of Fifty Pounds 
or upwards, to this charity, the perfon appointed 
to pay the fame fhall be a Governor for life. 

V, 

Any Governor may appoint another Gover- 
nor to fign his letters of recommendation, firft 
giving notice thereof in writing at the Difpen^ 
fary. 

VI. 

A general Quarterly meeting fliall be h^eld or\ 
the third W ednefday in the months of February, 
May, Auguft, and November, in every year; at 
each of which five Governors fljall conftitute a 
Board. The Prefident, Vice- Prefidents, and 
Treafurer, or either of them, fhall have power 
to call a. General Meeting at any other time, 
giving at leaft one week's notice by an adver- 
tifement thereof in the Daily Advertifer. And 
if the Monthly Committee defire a General 
Meeting, the Prefident, Vice - Prefidents, or 
Treafurer, fliall call one accordingly.

VII. 

No gratuity whatever fliall be given to any 
officer who hath heretofore ferved this charity, 
or doth now, or may hereafter belong to the 
fame, without notice of the meeting for that 
purpofe being firft inferted three times in the 
Daily Advertifer ; and all particular bufinefs for 
which any extraordinary meeting may be called, 
lhall be exprefled in the advertifement, and firft 
entered upon and determined, or adjourned, 
before any other bufinefs be propofed. 

VIII. 

A Committee of forty Governors, three of 
whom Gonftitute a quorum, fhall be chofen from 
the annual fubfcribers, at the general meeting in 
May, to meet at the Difpenfary on the laft 
Wednefday in every month, for conducting the 
affairs of this charity. 

IX. 

At the laft meeting of the Committee in April, 
they, fliall confider of proper perfons to be i 
Committee for the enfuing year ; and the Com- 
mittee, at their meeting immediately preceding 
each General Meeting, fliall prepare the bufi- 
nefs to be laid before the fame. 

X, The 
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X. 

The Treafurer'sand ColIc6lor*s accoiints fliall 
be .audited by the monthly Committee, quarterly, 
and reported to the next general meeting for 
approbation ; and the Tradefmen's bills fliaU 
alfo be audited quarterly, at the monthly meet- 
ings next after thofc at which the trcafurcr's 
and colle6lor's accounts are audited. 

XI. 

A Medical Committee fliall be appointed at 
the general meeting in November; confiding of 
fuch Governors as praftice phyfic, furgery, or 
pharmacy, or are convcrfant in the knov/Iedge 
of drugs ; who fliall have power to infpe£l the 
drugs and medicines, infpeft the bills for the 
fame, and report as they fliall fee occafion, tq 
the monthly Committee. 

XII. 

The Prefident, Vice-Prefidents, and Trea^ 
furer, to be Members of all Committees, 

XIII. 

There fiiall be a meeting of the Stewards of 
this charity in the month of November, in 
every year, to appoint a day, with the approba- 
tion of the Prefident, Vice-Prefidents, and the 
Treafurer, for an Anniverfary Feafl, when a 
ftate of this charity fliall be laid before ihcm. 

XIV, No- 
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XIV. 

Nobility, Members of Parliament, Gdvernoi*? 
j.efident ten miles or more from London, La- 
dies, and others rendered by indifpofition inca- 
pable of attending, may appoint in writing, 
other governors, as their proxies, to vote for 
them at any eletlion. 

XV. 

No perfoiis are deemed objefts of this chari- 
ty, but fach as are really neceflitous. 

XVI. 

In all cafes of recent accidents. Patients are 
to be permitted to apply for relief to the Sur- 
geon, at the Difpenfary, without a Letter of 
Recommendation; but they are required to 
bring one on their fecond attendance. 

XVII. 

No fervant of this charity is to prefume at 
any time to take of any tradefman, patient, fer- 
vant, or others, any fee, reward, or gratuity of 
any kind, direBly or indireftly, for any fervice 
done, or to be done, on account of the Difpen- 
fary, on pain of being difcharged. 

XVIII. 

The fervants of this charity are always to ha 
in waiting at the time of the General Meetings

and Committees, to anfwer fuch queftions, and 
do fuch bufinefs as may bfe required by the 
Chairman. 

XIX. 

No new Governor is to be entitled to vote at 
any ele6lion, but fuch as fliall pay his fubfcrip- 
tion previous to balloting ; and not more than 
two calendar months, nor lefs than fourteen 
days, are to be allowed from the declaration of 
any vacancy at a General Meeting, previous to 
fuch eIe6lion,
